Were it not for a gradual training that has led up 
to it, even the twentieth century mind would be illy 
prepared to comprehend the vastness of 
modern industrial undertakings and the 
enormous sums of money involved there- 
in. The centralization of industrial 

forces that has been wrought out in America during 
recent years has brought results so startling in their 
magnitude as to command the attention of the civilized 
world and to lead to conjecture as to what will be the 
effect of the ultimate outcome upon the affairs of the 
world at large. We in America have become more or 
less accustomed to the recital of achievements in 
vast industrial endeavors and to much that relates to 
the wonderful successes thereof, but notwithstanding 
the enormous money figures to which we have become 
more or less accustomed in this connection, there now 
comes to us with startling effect the facts of an iron 
ore transaction in the line of centralized industrial 
effort that is so vast in its extent and so great in the 
magnitude of resources to be developed and the 
amount of money involved, as to exceed in proportions 
any ‘industrial action that has ever occurred in the 
history of the world. 

On_ October 5th in New York City a contract was 
entered into between the Great Northern Railway Co. 
on the one hand and the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation on the other, by which certain vast beds of iron 
ore, limitless in extent and lying upon the railway’s 
property in the state of Minnesota, and upon its line, 
were passed to the control of the steel corporation. 
The arrangement provides for the taking out of all 
of the vast beds of iron ore by the steel corporation 
upon a royalty stipulation, by which it is to pay a cer-

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tain defined progressive price per ton until the entire 
field is exhausted, and it also agrees to ship the entire 
mined tonnage to marketing points over the line of the 
Great Northern Railway. It is estimated that the 
period of the undertaking will cover the balance of the 
present century, at the minimum of computation of 
amount of ore that must under the agreement be taken 
out annually. The minimum annual quantity is fixed 
in a constantly increasing scale. The price of the ore 
per ton with added freight is also fixed in an increas- 
ing scale and the amount of aggregate payment is, of 
course, governed by the figures thus secured. For 
the first period of eleven years the figures are as

After the year 1917 the payments on the sliding 
scale will increase $280,500 per year, and this, natural- 
ly, will induce the steel corporation to begin opera- 
tions at once and exhaust the ore as rapidly as possible. 
It is estimated the ore bodies covered in the deal con- 
tain 600,000,000 tons of iron ore and that the aggre- 
gate payment therefor in royalties and freight will go 
well to or beyond a billion dollars. The economic con- 
ditions involved in this, and in numerous other gigantic 
industrial transactions in America that are of so re- 
cent occurrence as to be quite well remembered, lead to 
speculation as to what it all means and what is to be 
the logical outcome. America has come into its right 
of recognition as a world power politically, and its in- 
fluence upon the affairs of all nations is now such as 
cannot be ignored or overlooked in any political in- 
stance. Is it not a fair conclusion that it will be also 
a world power industrially as well, and through force 
of its industrial achievements in economic mastery and 
control of capital, resources, methods and other condi- 
tions conquer the markets of the world? 








THERE are many retail hardware merchants who 
have one or more competitors almost at their doors 
Somme and in some cases quite vicious competi- 
Elements tors at that, who doa very large bulk of 
in Successful the hardware business of their towns, and 
Retailing. never cut an established price, no matter 
what others in the same field may offer or do. The un- 
derlying influence of the successful one in such situa- 
tions commonly is in the characterof themerchanthim- 
self, and his methods of doing business, Nothing is so 
fruitful of patronage, profit and success in retailing as 
is established character, integrity, and the good name 
these qualities are sure to earn. 
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In the long run price is the poorest and cheapest con- 
sideration that can be preserited in the way of compe- 
tition, as it cannot in any case vary between competing 
merchants equally situated with equal qualities con- 
sidered, to an extent that will overcome inducements 
that go with good, square, honest merchandising. A 
cut in price is too often a two edged sword, as it is 
likely to discredit the goods as well as the merchant 
who offers them. In the normal retail competitive 
environment, patrons understand that profits of mer- 
chants cannot be unreasonable in percentage and they 
not only expect to pay this profit but they respect the 
merchant who insists upon it. The successful mer- 
chant is he who regulates his price in accordance with 
conditions and who gets the price in all cases as an 
acknowledged right as between buyer and seller. Price 
then is not the groundwork of the successful one. It 
lies far deeper. 

The cleanliness, orderly arrangement and general 
attractiveness of a store; have much to do with its 
success. 

The proper arrangement and location of seasonable 
goods in the store is also an element that induces sales. 
The completeness of assortment and arrangement of 
stock attracts patronage and the lighting of a store also 
has a distinct influence, but beyond all these the char- 
acter of the man at the head, who regulates and gov- 
erns the affairs of the establishment, is the prime fac- 
tor in its success. Whatever conditions prevail in 
arrangement, lighting, cleanliness, and other matters 
are such as he has created and his character is reflected 
in his clerks and attendants and their methods. If he 
is neat of apparel and agreeable and accommodating; 
his clerks will be likewise through force of example. 
If it is his custom—and it is a very excellent custom— 
to interest patrons directly in the qualities, peculiarities, 
and methods of making the goods they are seeking, by 
imparting to them all his knowledge relating thereto, 
his clerks will or must do likewise. Promptness, evi- 
dent fairness and scrupulous truthfulness to patrons 
throughout the entire force are of so vital importance 
that naturally the skilled merchant who is here depicted 
insists upon them, as correct business measures, if for 
no other reason, as also he will insist upon reputability 
outside the store. 

Honest, attractive advertising by whatever method 
is of course a business requirement that the real mer- 
chant never overlooks. And it never fails to bring 
people into the store. The equipment here outlined 
does the rest. The reader who will make a mental 
picture of this brief recital will not seek far for an 
explanation of the success of some merchants in fields 
where others fail. To the contrary the disorderly re- 
tailer is not a merchant in the true sense of the term, 
he is a dealer, and his store and his help and his entire 
affairs will partake of this characteristic. If he is 
abrupt and surly his clerks must by example partake 
of the same tendencies. If he deceives by direct intent 
or by evasion the influence pervades the entire estab- 
lishment, and if he resorts to cutting prices as a cheap 
trick of competition with his neighbor he thereby li- 
censes his employees to do likewise. These pictures 
are not overdrawn. They are startlingly real, they are 
extremes of course with modified examples lying be- 
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tween them that tend in either direction, the one 
making for success and the other making for failure in 
the hardware trade as in all other lines of retail en- 
deavor. 

One cannot be both right and wrong on the same 
proposition and the measure of his bent in the direction 
of either extreme-is the measure of his success or fail- 
ure in retail merchandising. To be orderly, square, 
truthful, obliging, prompt and cleanly does not involve 
an increase of capital. What you have, shape np to the 
best advantage. Be as presentable personally as you 
can and let your influence upon the habits, business 
methods and practices of your help be such as will 
make them a credit to themselves and to you. Ina 
word be a merchant. Do business. 








AN INVESTIGATOR in looking quite generally through- 
out England has failed to find a single house equipped 
efeia eddies with window and door screens, such as 

Screens ™ke life endurable in the United States 
Unknown. in the-summer months. There are, how- 
éver, a very few mosquito bars, made of 
cotton netting, such as were so common in America a 
quarter of a century or so ago, and were later dis- 
placed by wire screens. While insects do not remain 
so long and are not so numerous as in the United 
States, it seems as if there should be a favorable open- 
ing here for the sale of wire screens and wire netting. 
The very general use in England of (French) win- 
dows that open outward is an obstacle to the intro- 
duction of wire screens, but one that could be over- 
come by having the screens inside the windows, as is 
not infrequent in the United States, or by having 
them open into the room as doors do. 

The introduction of wire screens and wire netting 
into the United Kingdom would not be an easy task. 
No manufacturer of these articles could secure results 
by sending over circulars or catalogues, arranging 
with hardware dealers to “stock” his goods, or by 
casual attempts to secure trade. Quiet, earnest, and 
persistent work through trained agents would be nec- 
essary. Demonstrations of the advantages to follow, 
and skillful illustrations of the advantages and com- 
fort of a house screened from insect pests, would be 
required. Advertising attractively worded would be 
a benefit. The education of the people to the really 
greater comfort and better health that would follow 
the use of the wire screens would perhaps be a slow 
and costly process, but a campaign properly conducted 
should in the end bring profitable results. 

The manufacturer of wire screens or wire netting 
who would capture the British market must have a 
care that he offers only a screen that is actually rust- 
less, for the dampness of the British climate at all 
times, except perhaps in July and August, is certain 
te rust any screen that is not absolutely rust proof. 
Such a result would be fatal in a country where dura- 
bility is an imperative requirement in all articles.

I find I can do a whole lot of 
commercial, financial and industrial “rag chewing” on 
what I get out of the humble and much perverted 
market reports. In fact I keep myself so well loaded 
with incisive terms such as “advancing trend,” “firm- 
er tone,” “car shortage,” “immediate deliveries,” “f. o. 
b. Pittsburg” and “spot pig,” that I can hand out a 
line of pretty well connected talk along these 
lines that the New York metal exchange would stand 
for without a quiver. I don’t pretend to know what 
I’m talking about when I’m shooting the market stuff, 
but as long as it goes and I don’t get “called” it helps 
some. 

But the “immediate consumption” figure of speech 
makes a hit with me,. because I know what it means, 
and this brings to mind a little story that confirms me 
in my confidence in myself as to my understanding of 
the term.

Mr. Joseph F. Glidden, of De Kalb, Illinois, the 
original inventor of barb wire for fencing, died at his 
home in De Kalb on October 9, at the age of 93 
years. Through a course of circumstances it came 
about that Mr. Glidden originated the barbed wire 
as a rural home requirement, and little if any thought 
was given ‘to it as a commercial or industrial factor 
until at a later period others engaged in its manufac- 
ture clashed vigorously, and the origin of the inven- 
tion was traced back to Mr. Glidden. A sharp legal 
controversy, in which monster establishments were 
engaged, came about, which finally reached the United 
States Supreme Court, where a very broad decision 
vested in Mr. Glidden valid rights under foundation 
patents. Asa result a huge barb wire quarrel was set- 
tled, and Mr. Glidden speedily became a many times 
millionaire. 

De Kalb knew Mr. Glidden intimately for over sixty 
years, and the esteem in which he has been held makes 
his loss to his community a serious one.

Many furnace makers claim for their furnaces so 
complete combustion provisions as to insure against 
the possibility of the well known but much abhorred 
clinker. But just the same the old large, familiar 
clinker is still doing business in the bowels of the big

furnace firepots, and the problem of getting it out 
without tearing the fire to pieces and possibly destroy- 
ing it altogether in most instances remains. A very 
good furnace and grate arrangement is shown in the 
accompanying illustrations. It is the form now in 
use in the Akron Air Blast Furnaces by May & Fie- 
berger of Akron, Ohio. The grate is a flat one, de- 
signed in wheel formation, with a good solid center 
and radiating bars like the spokes of a wheel. It is 
set in such a manner that its equipment provides for 
both lateral and circular action, the lateral movement 
allowing a clear play of about six inches. It is also so 
arranged that the grate may be tilted downward 
freely at the front to an unusual distance without 
dropping the back ashes or the back of the fire body.

The lateral play provides for this. Thus a clear op- 
portunity is allowed to get at the heart of the lower fire 
body where clinkers always lie, and they may be 
hooked out readily, even very large ones, and dropped 
into the big ash pit without breaking up the fire. It is 
a very simple arrangement, though a very excellent 
one, and one that will be appreciated by both furnace 
dealers and users. Cut 1 shows the grate in flat posi- 
tion ready for firing. Cut 2 shows the grate tilted at 
the front and closely covering the back extremity of 
the firepot—the position for cleaning up the fire. It 
also shows the detached grate and fixtures. The ash 
shaking provisions are in circular and lateral agitation 
of the grate. This equipment is used in furnaces

“HEATING PLANTS COST LESS.” 





In these times of increased costs and prices it will 
be found a source of gratification to have someone 
who knows his subject come to the front with testi- 
mony that reveals opportunities to buy at figures that 
not only are not raised but which promise a slight de- 
crease in prices. The writer, Mr. Bruch, of the fol- 
lowing letter is connected with The American Ra- 
diator Co. and his experience as relates to the subject 
of his letter is such as to fully equip him with ample 
information upon the subject referred to. 

To the Editor: 

“Pardon me for striking a discordant note in the gen- 
eral hue and cry in regard to the advance in all branches of 
the building trades, claimed by some as due to market 
manipulations, but which is actually due, at least in greatest 
part, to demand caused by excessive building throughout 
the United States. I do not believe in representing things to 
be worse than they are or unnecessarily frightening investors. 
There is at least one branch of the building trades wherein 
prices are less than they were a year-ago. I refer to steam 
and hot water heating. As compared to the entire cost of 
building the heating is about 10 per cent of the total invest- 
ment, but at this time of year many owners would install 
heating plants in old buildings if they did not think prices 
were so high. It-is true that pig iron has now reached 
$20.50 per ton, which is the highest price it has touched since 
1902-1903, viz., $25 a ton. It is almost impossible to obiain 
deliveries of iron for the last quarter of 1906 and many of 
the furnaces have sold out their capacity for the first quarter 
of 1907. Despite this condition of the raw material market 
as reflected in the daily market reports, great forbearance is 
being shown by the manufacturers of finished articles in all 
departments of the steam and hot water heating industry. 
Actual figures in our line compared to those of 1902-1903 
show the following results:

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HORIZONTAL MOLDING INTERSECTING WITH

In Fig. 1 is shown a horizontal molding, intersect- 
ing with another molding, each having a different sec- 
tion; that is, they are each of a different shape. They 
are also intersecting at other than right angles to one 


another. 
In Fig. 2 we have the projection drawing neces- 
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until these lines cross those drawn from section (b) 
and the points produced by the crossing of the lines 
representing the line drawn from the same point of 
each section (b), and (c). -Through these points draw 
the irregular outline shown drawn from point G to 22, 
the numerals on this‘irregular outliné being the same 
as those of the sections (c) and (b). 

We must next find the intersection of the top of the 
section (b) with the inclined molding ABCH. Re- 
produce section (a) at (d), and on line OP at (e). 
Now, divide each section into spaces shown by the 
numerals 22 to 35. From section (e), draw lines par- 
allel to O P towards section (b), until they touch the 
top of section (b). From the intersection of these 
lines with this top, draw lines parallel to G P towards 
A B indefinitely. From section (d), draw lines par- 
allel to A B, until they intersect the lines drawn from 
the top of section (b), and the points of intersection 
formed by the lines drawn from the same numeral of 
section (d) and (e) are points through which draw 
the irregular line from 22 to D. \ The irregular line 
from D to G, following the numerals, is the line of in-

sary to develop the pattern. 

To construct this drawing, 

first draw the line AB at an 

angle equal to the inclination 

of the rake molding, then 

draw line M N at right angles 

to it. On line M N draw the 

section of the inclined mold- 

ing (a) in the position shown 

here. From this section draw ,, 

the lines that represent the 

bends in the molding parallel 

to AB, thereby drawing an 

elevation of the molding as at 

ABCH. 

At (c) draw a section of 
the horizontal mold in the po- 
sition here shown. Draw the 
line GP at the proper angle 
with CH. Draw the line PO 
at right angles to GP. On 
the line PO draw another section of the horizontal 
molding as shown at -(b), the bottom of the section to 
coincide with the line G P. 

Divide the curved portions of section (c) and (b) 
into spaces as shown by the numerals 1 to 22. From 
the points on section (c) draw lines parallel to line 
MN until they intersect section (a). From section 
(b) draw lines parallel to GP of an indefinite length 
towards AB. From the points produced by the inter- 
secting of the lines drawn from section (c) with the 
molded side of section (a), draw lines parallel to A B

completes the projection drawing, from which we can 
now develop the pattern. 

Draw the line ST at right angles to GP. On this 
line set off the stretchout of the section (b). Through 
these points draw lines parallel to G P as shown. From 
the line of intersection G 22D, draw lines parallel to 
ST, the line drawn from the line of intersection to 
cross that drawn from the stretchout line both having 
the same. numeral, and the points produced by this 
crossing are the points through which draw the irregu- 
lar line I L, thereby completing pattern. 
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A HARD NUT TO CRACK. 





To THe AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

My attention having been called to an article ap- 
pearing in your issue of September Ist, under the 
heading of “A Hard Nut.to Crack,” by Mr. Wm. 
Quaritius, in which he states that the supposition is 
that when galvanized iron is used as a roofing and 
properly applied, that it will last a lifetime, especially 
the place that should be a strong point, namely the 
seam, in this particular I am of the opinion that Mr. 
Quaritius is greatly mistaken. 

And will venture to state that galvanized iron should 
only be used in case of where perfectly plain roofing 
is required, where no soldering of the seams is neces- 
sary and should never be used as a roofing where val- 
leys and guttérs are required in connection with it, 
which would require the soldering of the seams. 

Although in this particular case it would be a very 
hard proposition to state what was the exact cause of 
this roof decaying, as the writer does not state whether 
the rusting occurred on the under or top side, if upon 
the under side the only way that I can account for it is 
that the roofer was careless and spilled his acid on the 
sheeting, causing it to become thoroughly saturated 
with ‘it, or else the seam was not perfect, causing the 
acid to run through on the sheeting at the time the 
soldering was done. This would cause an action that 
would completely eat out your present roofing, also 
two or three of your future patches that you could 
put on. 

If the action was on the top side the conditions 
would prevail as I have explained below. As any acid 
left upon the top side would soon become thoroughly 
weakened by the elements before it would have time 
to have any action on the coating, the fumes of the 
acid remaining in the seam after soldering would re- 
main dormant, until the seam became broken, and ad- 
mitting a free circulation of air, for the reason that 
the action of the acid upon the coating of the galvan- 
ized iron generates a gas that must escape, .or it will 
retard the action of the acid upon the coating. 

In explanation of the statement that I made above 
that we refer you to your own experience in working 
galvanized iron. In double seaming the bottoms on 
buckets, cans or any articles requiring same, you have 
often noticed that-it would scale off at the edges and 
you have often used some tool to scrape the peeling off 
with. This is nothing more or less than the coating 
breaking loose from the base of the material, caused 
by the hammering or bending to complete the double 
seam. 

This condition exists more or less where joints or 
seams are made in applying galvanized roofing. Al- 
though it may not be so prominent or easily. discovered 
by the eye, for the reason that it has not required the 
strain or excessive malleting in making. the seam in 
roofing that it requires in double seaming the bottom 
on a bucket, where it will not have caused the coat- 
ing to free itself from the base entirely, -yet you have 
weakened the connection. between the-base and the 
coating to a considerable -extent. 

And when you solder the seams of your galvanized 
roofing, you only plate or tin the two-coatings to- 
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gether, as it requires an excessive amount of heat to 
bring the spelter, of which the coating is composed, to 
a melting point before the solder can be made to fuse 
with it, or penetrate so as to solder the coating that has 
broken itself from the base of the material. 

After you have made the seams and soaked them 
well with solder, you still leave it in a weakened condi- 
tion, as it only requires time for the expansion and 
contraction to cause the coating to break loose and 
leave the base of the material exposed on either side of 
your solder to the elements or the fumes of the acid 
that is left in the seam. 

In making galvanized iron it requires a slow and 
very high degree of heat to bring the spelter that is 
used in the coating to the proper melting point, as a 
quick and excessive heat will destroy and burn the 
metal. Therefore it would be an absolute impossibility 
to try to make the thin coating on galvanized iron ad- 
here to where you have caused it to free itself from the 
base of the material in making the seam without burn- 
ing or destroying it. 

You have probably noticed that in soldering the 
seams of galvanized iron with too hot an iron your 
solder becomes lumpy or full of grains, and when these 
appear you are burning or destroying the coating on 
the iron. 

Thinking that the question might be asked that 
where the joints and seams are not soldered it would 
cause them to leak, I will venture to say, not neces- 
sarily so, as I have seen thousands of squares of tin 
and iron roofing that never had a drop of solder on 
them, only on the cross seams in the gutter and at the 
tube. Of course this all depended upon good work- 
manship and perfect drainage of the roofing. 

If you wish to test the strength of the solder and the 
weakness of the galvanized iron at the joint, secure 
two strips of galvanized iron and solder them to- 
gether. After the joints become cool, hammer them 
slightly until broken apart, and you will find upon 
close examination that you have not broken the solder, 
but have caused the coating to break loose on one or 
the other of the pieces from the base of same.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 


The hardware situation presents some annoying con- 
ditions. All lines are in strong demand, but the break- 
ing up of assortments is causing much complaint that 
runs in a chain that involves the whole courses of 
goods from the origin through the manufacturer, job- 
ber and retailer up to the consuming buyer. Scarcity 
of iron and exceedingly heavy demand have greatly 
embarrassed many makers of hardware specialties and 
have in many cases cleaned up factory stocks and 
necessitated hand-to-mouth operations that will not 
take care of present requirements. The sharp cold 


spell during the week, which amounted to a blizzard 


and deep snow in all Eastern sections and sharp 


weather throughout the West, has stimulated buying 
in stoves and filling-in and delayed orders are volum- 
inous and urgent. Hardware prices are firm in tone, 
with advancing tendencies in many lines, and many 
specialties are practically unprocurable. Collections 
are reported excellent and cash discounts are being 
taken more generally than usual at this season. 


PIG IRON. 


The activity that has prevailed in pig iron for an 
extended period shows no signs of abatement, and 
each week’s consumption in the face of a serious dearth 
in current supply of pig is putting melters of average 
tonnages to the test, in caring for their factory en- 
gagements with iron vastly higher than had been cal- 
culated on. The scramble for 1906 iron continues to 
increase, Premiums for immediate delivery iron and the 
consequent splitting up of large yard supplies at great- 
ly advanced prices is rapidly cleaning up everything in 
sight. The demand for pig iron is evidently far great- 
er than the capacity of the country’s furnaces under 
normal labor conditions and quite serious labor troubles 
in some districts together with a general shortage of 
furnace labor is trimming the aggregate furnace ca- 
pacity of the country quite below the calculated out-

Rogers, Brown & Co.’s weekly report will say: “A steady 
market with evidences of increasing strength is to be recorded 
during the past week. Each day adds to the accumulation 
of evidence that the present high plane of activity will con- 
tinue well into 1907. The growing scarcity of iron for early 
shipment, the pronounced shortage of higher grades for de- 
livery prior to April of next year and a production still far 
below the normal, are conditions which justify the increase 
in prices which has been registered during the past week. 
Manufacturers in large lines are beginning to run behind on 
deliveries and at the pace mills and factories are being driven 
there seems little prospect of being able to catch up with the 
demands made on them. It appears that there will be a larger 
tonnage of uncompleted contracts for finished material carried 
past the first of January than has ever been the case here- 
tofore. This means that much more business activity for 1907, 
and should give an excellent impetus into that year. Trade 
locally has been brisk and sales made have been of good size 
and at advanced prices. -Busitiess for the most part is now 
running into 1907, first quarter and first half delivery, and 
business for shipment prior to that time, when it can be taken 
care of, is only’at a sharp advance. With furnaces contend- 
ing with the difficulties they now meet from lack of labor and 
insufficient’ transportation of raw material, it is only infre- 
quently the case that they find it possible to take on addi- 
tional business for early delivery over and above their. esti- 
mate on this year’s make, which was figured up when present 
activity began six weeks or two months ago. Advances have 
been registered in both Southern and Ohio irons and there is 
no immediate indication that these advances in prices have 
reached a limit. In the East and West a large tonnage of 
foundry iron has been placed during the week and there is 
more activity in general foundry grades than there has been 
in the steel making irons, as these occupied the place of in- 
terest a week -ago. : 

Reports from England indicate that they are watching 
the American market conditions closely, and will keep in 
touch with American advances. The British iron available 
will undoubtedly be used here and it is only a question as to 
what price will be paid for it. As has been the practice in 
the past, the British manufacturer knows he is indispensable 
at times and uses this knowledge for all it is worth. There 
is this to be said about the English market, which has been 
demonstrated in the past—it is of a very sanguine tempera- 
ment under conditions such as are now ruling and more than 
once has advanced faster than conditions warrant, by so doing 
putting a temporary stop to American buying. 

Most satisfying is the report of business failures during 
the niné months of. 1906. They indicate an unprecedented 
sound condition of business at a time when business expan- 
sion is proceeding at a rate never before equaled. As this is 
true of both the number of new firms in business and amount 
of capital involved, it is expected that some increase would 
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be found in the number of unsuccessful ventures, but the fig- 

ures do not show any such proportion of increase in either the 
amount of failures or the amount of indebtedness. This is 
more surprising and satisfying than at first appears, when it 
is remembered that the. country has experienced two phenom- 
enal disasters during these nine months and rates for money 
have ruled invariably at a high rate. 

Coke continues firm with increasing demand for nearby 
delivery and several good furnace contracts now under con- 
sideration. The leading interests in each district are out of 
the market for anything like sales for prompt shipment. 

Matthew Addy & Co.’s weekly report will say: For at 
least six months ahead most of the iron that the country can 
make is now under contract. In addition a great deal of iron 
has been sold for the second quarter of 1907. 

As for this year, practically nothing is left except some 
odds and ends now and then that do not fit on regular 
orders. The amount of spot iron available for the balance 
of the year apparently is very small as compared with the 
quantity that is needed. And with this state of affairs it is 
easy to see why spot iron is commanding a heavy premium 
over iron for next year. This premium varies from a dollar 
to two dollars a ton, depending largely on the quality of iron 
offered, the high grade soft irons being most badly needed. 
Bit all kinds of iron are in demand, and the market is as 
broad as it can possibly be. This week there has been ex- 
cellent buying, the principal tonnage being for 1907 delivery. 
The small lots offered for immediate shipment have been 
snapped up as soon as they were quoted. And in this con- 
nection it seems evident that a great many concerns are 
going to be seriously inconvenienced before the end of the 
year, because of their inability to get the irons they need to 
fill out their mixtures. The iron purchased for next year 
has been of all kinds, and we note sales in this market of 
2,000 tons of basic, 1,000 tons northern 3 foundry, 2,500 tons 
malleable, and so on down to a large number of smaller or- 
ders. 

Northern No. 2 is being held at $19.00 and Southern No. 
2 at $16.00 f. o. b. Birmingham for next year. For this year 
prices are too irregular to quote. 

There has been a spurt in coke, which is in lively demand. 
Good sales have been made, and prices are on the up grade. 
Good spot coke is as hard to get as good pig iron. 

In the south furnace outputs have been much reduced 
by reason of excessive rain. There was rain in Birmingham 
in September every day of the month except five, and Octo- 
ber has not been much better. Open air work has been al- 
most at a standstill. Everywhere the railroads are having 
trouble in handling iron and coke promptly. For example, 
the Pennsylvania yesterday notified the steel plants in the 
Pittsburg district that they could receive no freight for thirty- 
six hours. This to enable them to clear congested tracks. 
There is no doubt but that fears of more railroad troubles 
later on are well grounded. 

Altogether the situation in pig iron has since the first 
of the month grown decidedly stronger. There is more and 
more talk of present prices ruling through all of next year. 
It is, of course, evident that there can be no easing off for 
months to come, as the large sales ahead make the future 
certain, 


TIN PLATE. 

The domestic demand for tinplate is more active, 
and the mills are unable to meet all requirements. The 
leading mills are still booking orders on the ‘basis of 
$3.75 per box of 100 Ibs. for coke tins, 14x20 inches.

SHARP ADVANCE IN COPPER. 


Further advances have been made in the price of in- 
get copper, quite heavy sales being made at 22c per lb. 
for lake, the highest price noted since 1880, when the 
quotation was 25c per lb. Heavy sales are reported 
to have been made at the new figure, principally to 
Connecticut brass workers. Attention is called to the 
fact that the present high prices are due to a tremen- 
dous consumptive demand, with an actual scarcity of 
copper. Some of the leading consumers of the metal 
have not yet covered their requirements for the first 
quarter of next year, and yet the price of the metal is 
steadily advancing. There is not likely to be any lower 
price until stocks begin to accumulate again, and the 
prospect is that the producing companies will be unable 
to meet the foreign and domestic demand for six 
months to come. The New York Metal Exchange 
quotes 21@22c for Lake, 20@2Ic for electrolytic and 
20@z2Ic for casting brands. 

The Copper Manufacturers’ Association has made a 
further advance of Ic in the price of sheet copper, the 
base price being now 25c. Yellow metal is also higher, 
at 20c for sheathing,.22c for dimensions, 21c for nails 
and 22c for stem and keel metal.
